Increasing Teen-Age Class 
Attendance

INCE the time Sunday schools were 

founded in England, class attend- 
ance has been a major problem in our 
churches. 

Of the two hundred people who at- 
tended the Sunday morning services 
in our church, only three were of high 
school age. This situation caused con- 
cern among the members and, after 
much prayer regarding the matter, I 
agreed to organize and become the 
teacher of a new high school class. 

The minister informed the congre- 
gation that a class for those of high 
school age would begin the following 
Sunday. An announcement was also 
printed in the church bulletin. 

Two adults and the three young peo- 
ple who normally attended the serv- 
ices met with me on the Saturday be- 
fore the new class was to begin. We 
asked God’s blessings on our venture, 
and then we canvassed the neighbor- 
hood two by two—one adult and one 
teen-ager in each pair. 

On Sunday morning we held our 
breath as we entered the little class- 
room that had been assigned for our 
use. Our hopes fell quickly, however, 
for there were no new faces. 

The first lesson was kept short with 
object lessons interspersed throughout, 
and each young person was given a list 
showing the procedure in leading a 
soul to Christ. 

We conducted a meeting with the 
minister and a layman, and together 
we outlined a program to follow. This 
was mimeographed and distributed in 
every home in the vicinity where there 
was at least one person of high school 
age. 

“If you will bring one guest next 
Sunday,” I told my faithful three, “I 
will bring two.” They looked at me 
skeptically, but my statement was a 
challenge and they each agreed to bring 
one guest. I invited a soloist and her 
accompanist to bring a special number. 
This came as a pleasant surprise to 
everyone, for the accompanist was sen- 
ior class president of the local high 
school. 

Eight people were present that sec- 
ond Sunday and, with their help, we 
compiled lists of names and phone num- 
bers for future contacts. We more or 
less bombarded our prospects with mail, 
phone calls, and personal visits, but 
they expressed sincere appreciation for 
our interest in them. We outgrew our 
small classroom quickly. 

The members participated in our pro- 
gram by presenting the devotions and 
making announcements. Once _ each 
month we planned panels, who were 
given teen-age problems to solve ac- 
cording to the Bible. They gave short 
skits in which they witnessed for Christ, 
and occasionally an object lesson or pic- 
ture presentation was given by one of 
the members. 

They felt it was their class and they 
developed a keen responsibility of en- 
deavoring for Christ. In less than two 
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months the attendance grew from three 
to thirty-three. 

Increasing the attendance was not an 
easy task, but our Lord commands us 
to go into the highways and byways 
and compel them to come in.

Is discrimination, segregation, solely on the basis of 
race or the color of one’s skin, justifiable? Can a Christian 
be pleasing to the Lord and at the same time support atti- 
tudes that result in such restrictions? As Christian citi- 
zens, we must be subject to the law of the land in which 
we live. Should we not, however, exercise our privilege as 
citizens to insure justice and freedom for all? However, it 
is our personal attitudes and actions that are of the greatest 
importance. Regardless of any wrong attitude or action on 
the part of a minority group, what is God’s will for us as 
Christians? If we adopt a Christlike attitude and translate 
this into practice, can we not trust God to take care of the 
attitudes and actions of others? God holds me responsible, 
not for the wrong on the part of others but for myself 


as a person in relation to Himself and my. fellow man. 
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HEN we hear a cry for liberty 

W know that someone is feeling 
very strongly about one side of 

life. Freedom of thought and action 
are vital, but there is something greater 
than liberty. We also need an author- 
ity to whom we can submit. We want 
liberty to cross a road, but there must 
be some authority to say who has the 
right of way or there will soon be 
chaos. Spiritual authority however is 
our main concern. As Geldenhuys says, 
it is “authority in the sense of the free- 
dom and the power to command and 
to enforce obedience, and to have pos- 
session of and rule and dominion over.” 
Millions of people are saying today 
that their authority is in the (Roman 
Catholic) Church, whose sentiments are 
conveyed to them by the pope. Others 





in the voice of Communism. Our choice 
of authority is vital because it will 
either make or mar us. Authority 
shapes the life of all free people. But 
to whom shall we go? 

We shall examine the claims of One 
who comes to us and asks for our fullest 
allegiance. He says: “All power is 
given unto me in heaven and in earth” 
(Matt. 28:18). He has complete pos- 
session of the whole universe with its 
dominion and rule, so He faces us with 
a demand for unqualified obedience. 

This is His claim, “He that rejecteth 
me, and receiveth not my words, hath 
one that judgeth him: the word that I 
have spoken, the same shall judge him 
in the last day” (John 12:48). The 
criterion in the Judgment Day, He says, 











will be our acceptance or refusal of 
His authority now. He emphasizes the 
fact that His teaching is more perma- 
nent than the ground we walk on. 
“Heaven and earth shall pass away: 
but my words shall not pass away” 
(Luke 21:33). The person who hears 
His sayings and obeys them, He says, 
is a wise man; while the one who hears 
them, but does not obey them is fool- 
ish (Matt. 7:24, 26). 

This is His claim, but what is it that 
gives authority to His words? Has He 
any government behind Him to give 
Him the powers of a plenipotentiary? 

His authority is resident in His per- 
son; He is the Son of God. He was 
“declared to be the Son of God with 
power, according to the spirit of holi- 
ness, by the resurrection from the dead” 
(Rom. 1:4). God has appointed Him 
“heir of all things . . . who being the 
brightness of his glory, and the express 
image of his person, and upholding all 
things by the word of his power ... sat 
down on the right hand of the Majesty 
on high” (Heb. 1:2, 3). This is the 
position of privilege, power, and au- 
thority. 

He speaks to us with the voice of 
the omnipotent God: “God, who at 
sundry times and in divers manners 
spake in time past unto the fathers by 
the prophets, hath in these last days 
spoken unto us by his Son” (Heb. 1: 
1, 2). Many prophets had come and 
gone. Each had added a little to our 
fragmentary knowledge of God and of 
His will. Christ came as the supreme 
messenger from God to give us God’s 
greatest communication to men. 

He gives to us the very words of 
God. In His prayer to His Father just 
before Calvary, He made this state- 
ment: “For I have given unto them 
the words which thou gavest me; and 
they have received them, and have 
known surely that I came out from 
thee, and they have believed that thou 
didst send me” (John 17:8). This gives 
His pronouncements the greater em- 
phasis and importance. It was always 
Christ’s claim that He did not originate 
His message; His Father alone was re- 
sponsible for that. As He said to the 
Pharisees: “My doctrine is not mine, 
but his that sent me. If any man will 
do his will, he shall know of the doc- 
trine, whether it be of God, or whether 
I speak of myself” (John 7:16, 17). No 
man before Him or since has ever been 
able to substantiate such tremendous 
claims. He says nothing short of this: 
“My teaching is divine.” 

Yet the word of Christ alone is by 
- no means our only voucher. His claims 
were endorsed by God the Father. Our 
Lord took three of His disciples up 
into a mountain to pray. While He 
was there He was transfigured. Moses 
and Elijah appeared and spoke with 
Him. Overawed at the sight of such 
majesty and splendor, Peter suggested 
that they make three tabernacles, one 
for Moses, one for Elijah, and one for 
Christ so that they might all stay to- 
gether. He is immediately rebuked. 
Moses and Elijah disappeared. Christ 
was there alone. From the bright cloud 
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of the Shekinah glory there came the 
voice of God, which said, “This is my be- 
loved Son, in whom I am well pleased; 
hear ye him” (Matt. 17:5). Moses had 
given the Law to the Israelites. Elijah 
had delivered the thunderbolts of re- 
bukes and warnings to the people of 
God. But neither of them had supreme 
authority—that was in Christ alone. 

This authority was backed up by 
His works. He said to the disciples: 
“Believe me that I am in the Father, 
and the Father in me: or else believe 
me for the very works’ sake” (John 
14:11). The dead were raised, the sick 
were healed, the lepers were cleansed, 
the blind received their sight, and the 
lame were enabled to walk. The 
strongest power on earth—evil spirits 
—always submitted to His authority, 
however strongly they wished to resist 
it. Never did a man come to Christ 
and find that His power had failed. 
No disease was ever too serious or too 
malignant for His power to overcome. 
And all these miracles were works of 
kindness and love. 

This unique authority gave to His 
teaching a quality that distinguished it 
from all others. The scribes spoke with 
the authority of precedent. They could 
repeat what others had said, but they 
had no personal authority and never 
gave an opinion unless they backed it 
up by the name of the person they were 
quoting. Christ spoke of His own ac- 
cord and authority. He never took 
refuge in the name of any other man 
however revered his name. He never 
appealed to tradition to back up His 
teaching. He never referred to the 
High Priest or the rabbis for His status. 
Yet all who heard Him realized that 
His word was final. The people were 
astonished at His doctrine, “for he 
taught them as one that had authority, 
and not as the scribes” (Mark 1:22). 

Christ was God as well as man. He 
was Lawgiver as well as Teacher, so 
He never needed human precedent as 
His authority. The officers who went 
to arrest Christ, but who came back 
without doing it rightly, summed up 
the matter, “Never man spake like this 
man” (John 7:46). 

Christ would be the last person to 
defraud us of our liberty, to invade 
the sacredness of our conscience, or 
take away our _ responsibility. Yet 
without doing violence to our wills, 
He imposes His will upon ours and be- 
comes for us the supreme authority. 

The claim of Christ is a very prac- 
tical one. His teaching has this vital 
difference: it not only brings us bless- 
ing but it also remakes the person 
who believes and practices it. It has 
far-reaching implications. As James 
Denney has said: “He claimed other 
men, other moral personalities for Him- 
self and His work, and required their 
unconditional renunciation of all their 
ties and interests that they might be- 
come His disciples.” He went to one 
and another and said: “Follow me,” 
and they left all and followed Him. 

The demands that Christ makes as 
He confronts us today are no less 
severe. “Whosoever he be of you that 








forsaketh not all that he hath, he can- 
not be my disciple” (Luke 14:33). 

If He is what He claims to be, then 
we must heed His voice. Available 
evidence fully supports His claims. 
Therefore His authority cannot fail to 
win our recognition. This means that 
we shall obey Him without reservation. 
Our lives will be governed by His 
commands. 

Certainly there is no other authority 
whom we can implicitly trust. We say 
with Peter: “Lord, to whom shall we 
go? thou hast the words of eternal 
life” (John 6:68). There is no need 
to look for any other. Christ is our 
supreme authority. 

Many people today, and young peo- 
ple in particular, feel the need for a 
reliable authority to whom they can 
submit. While younger people often 


cry for freedom, there is also a heart 
hunger for something or Someone they 
can trust. 


That One is Christ alone.

Does James Tell Us Not 
To Have Faith? 


Will you please explain what James 
meant when he wrote, “My brethren, 
have not the faith of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Lord of glory, with re- 
spect of persons” (Jas. 2:1). I am 
sure that he did not mean that we 
are not to have faith in Christ, but 
I am puzzled as to exactly what he 
did mean.—A Pennsylvania reader. 


The difficulty that this reader sees 
in this admonition of James, lies in 
the English words, “have not” and the 
inconsistency of professing faith in 
Christ and practicing the showing of 
respect to persons. The American 
Standard Version of the Bible shows 
this verse as reading, “My brethren, 
hold not the faith of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Lord of glory, with respect 
of persons.” We probably would say 
today, “Don’t hold the faith of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, the Lord of glory, 
with an attitude that shows respect to 
persons.” Williams’ Translation of the 
New Testament reads, “My brothers, 
stop trying to maintain your faith in 
our Lord Jesus Christ, the glorious pres- 
ence of God on earth, along with acts 
of partiality to certain ones.” In other 
words, James is pointing out the futility 
of professing faith in the Lord Jesus 
and, at the same time, showing defer- 
ence to persons because of wealth, or 
position, or name, or apparel, and fail- 
ing to treat with kindness and Chris- 
tian love and consideration those who 
are not dressed in fine clothing, or who 
are not wealthy, or prominent. That this 
is the true meaning of James 2 is shown 
by the illustration that James uses in 
the second and third verses of this 
chapter.

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1. Law, Legalism, and Liberty 


What is law? 


ligious circles there is a great deal 

of confusion today concerning the 
law and related matters. Doctrinal con- 
fusion over the law is not entirely 
limited to the cults where it involves 
incorrect views concerning salvation, 
but for the most part confusion among 
Conservatives affects the area of Chris- 
tian living. And yet doctrine and life 
cannot be separated, for sound doctrine 
will always be practical, and sound 
practice will always be based on right 
doctrine. 


This confusion exists particularly to- 
day in the things that are related to 
what is loosely called legalism. It 
seems to be a current fad to dub some- 
one a legalist or a Pharisee if one does 
not like his somewhat strict conduct 
or standards. In spite of the wide and 
loose use of the term legalist, this 
writer has yet to read or hear anyone’s 
definition of it (although a definition 
will be proposed later in this series). 
However, since all conduct is related 
to doctrine, legalism must also be so 
related. In other words, in order to 
understand legalism and liberty, one 
must first understand what the Scrip- 
tures have to say about the law. 


ik GOES without saying that in re- 


A.—THE DEFINITION oF LAW 


The dictionary defines law as “a sys- 
tem of rules or principles for conduct.” 
This is in complete accord with the 
meaning of both the Hebrew and Greek 
words for the law. The Hebrew word 
is torah, which comes from a verb that 
means “to send out the hand” and 
consequently to show, indicate, teach, 
or instruct. The Greek word is nomos, 
which is derived from the verb that 
means “to deal out, distribute, dis- 
pense, assign, or administer.” Thus 
God’s law is His system of rules by 
which He shows and instructs in His 
will and administers the affairs of the 
world. Obviously the definition allows 
for and even implies that there may 
be differing systems of rules at various 
times, depending on what particular 
aspects or how much of His will God 
wishes to show at a given time. 


B.—TuHE DIFFERENT LAWS 


A system of rules may be changed 
for different times, peoples, or purposes. 
This is true of all life. When traffic 
is heavy or roads hazardous, speed 
limits are lowered. At Philadelphia 
College of Bible, we have regulations 
for underclassmen that do not apply to 
juniors and seniors. City families have 
regulations for their children that rural 
families do not need. God, too, has 


administered the affairs of His world 
under different systems of rule that 
vary according to time, people, and 
purpose.

1. The Law of Nature.—There has al- 
ways been and will always be in the 
world a law of nature. It is spoken 
of in Romans 2:14, “For when the Gen- 
tiles, which have not the law, do by 
nature the things contained in the law, 
these, not having the law, are a law 
unto themselves.” This law contains a 
revelation of God’s eternal power and 
Godhead (Rom. 1:20) and is sufficiently 
clear to condemn those who reject that 
revelation (Rom. 1:18, 19). That par- 
ticular revelation is not sufficient to 
save, but it is sufficient to condemn. 
A man who does not receive the teach- 
ing that God gives through the law of 
nature proves that he is unable to re- 
ceive the additional light necessary to 
salvation. This law of nature is like 
first grade truth; if it cannot be com- 
prehended, then there can be no pro- 
motion to the second grade. If a man 
rejects the revelation of God in the

law of nature, then he fails to qualify 
for the further revelation that will lead 
him to Christ. $ 

Obviously this law is not merely ob- 
jective truth about the nature of God. 
It also has a subjective effect on the 
man who recognizes its principles. 
Paul declares that it is then written 
on the heart and governs the conduct 
of the life so that a man’s obedience 
to it is shown in his good works (Rom. 
2:14). 

2. The Law of Eden—If law is a 
system of rules by which God shows 
and teaches His will and administers 
the world, then that by which He re- 
gulated life in the Garden of Eden 
may be called law. The Garden itself 
was administered by the commandment 
to “dress it and keep it” (Gen. 2:15). 
God’s will was shown to Adam and 
Eve by the positive command to eat 
freely of every tree, with the single 
exception of the tree of the knowledge 
of good and evil. Adam and Eve’s 
obedience could be shown in many 
ways, and disobedience could be ex- 
hibited in only one way. When viewed 
in light of all the privileges that they 
had, the single negative restriction re- 
specting the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil was a very small one. 
When viewed from the standpoint that 
this was the only way in which they 
could disobey God, it was a very major 
matter. But that there was law in 
Eden is perfectly clear. 


3. The Law of the Patriarchs.—Even 
in the patriarchal age there was a spe- 
cific revelation of God’s will. It was 
so specific that God called it “my 
charge, my commandments, my stat- 
utes, and my laws” (Gen. 26:5). The 
detail of this we are not told in the 
record. However, we do know that it 
must have included regulations con- 
cerning worship (Gen. 8:20), homage 
(Gen. 14:20), honesty (Gen. 12:10 ff), 
capital punishment (Gen. 9:6), and eat- 
ing meat (Gen. 9:3). 

4. The Law of Moses.—The Old Testa- 
ment contains by far the most revela- 
tion concerning the Mosaic Law, both 
in quantity and in detail. Since this 
aspect of law will be dealt with thor- 
oughly in the next article, it will suffice 
here to indicate only briefly its com- 
prehensiveness, By the most common 
Jewish count it was divided into 613 
commandments—365 negative and 248 
positive. These commandments were 
classified into families, such as wor- 
ship, priesthood, sacrifices, alms, clean- 
ness and uncleanness, feasts, and the 
like. The Mosaic Law covered every 
area of life, and it was holy, just, and 
good (Rom. 7:12). 

5. The Law of Christ—‘“For the law 
was given by Moses, but grace and 
truth came by Jesus Christ” (John 71: 
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17). This does not mean that there is 
no law in this age of grace. Quite 
the contrary is true, for the New Tes- 
tament Epistles speak of the “perfect 
law of liberty” (Jas. 1:25), the “royal 
law” (Jas. 2:8), the “law of Christ” 
(Gal. 6:2), and the “law of the Spirit 
of life” (Rom. 8:2). It is the com- 
mands contained in these Epistles that 
compose the law of Christ, and it will 
be recognized immediately that there 
are hundreds of such commands cov- 
ering every area of Christian living. 
Not only are these teachings extensive 
but they are so definite that they may 
be termed a law. The various cate- 
gories into which these commandments 
fall will be discussed in detail in the 
third article in this series. 

6. The Law of the Kingdom.—The 
Kingdom Age will also have law, “And 
many .people shall go and say, Come 
ye, and let us go up to the mountain 
of the Lord, to the house of the God of 
Jacob; and he will teach us of his 
ways, and we will walk in his paths: 
for out of Zion shall go forth the law, 
and the word of the Lord from Jeru- 
Salem” (Isa. 2:3). Then the Lawgiver 
and the King will also be the Judge, 
thus guaranteeing that the law will be 
enforced with complete righteousness 
(cf. Isa. 11:4, 5). The fact of such law 
in the Kingdom is clear. What the 
content of that law may be is not so 
clear. Many have taken the Sermon 
on the Mount (Matt. 5-7) as the law 
of the Kingdom, and there is undoubt- 
edly truth in so taking it. However, 
one must distinguish between those 
things in that sermon that anticipate 


the setting up of the Kingdom, such as 
the prayer, “Thy kingdom come” (Matt. 
6:10), and those things that pertain to 
millennial conditions when the King- 
dom is functioning, such as “resist not 
evil” (Matt. 5:39), and “give to him 
that asketh thee” (Matt. 5:42). Com- 
mands that can be placed in the latter 
category would certainly be part of 
the law of the Kingdom. 


C.—CONCLUSIONS 

On the basis of the foregoing dis- 
cussion, the following observations and 
conclusions can be made: 

1—Throughout all time, God is an 
administrator of the world and an in- 
structor in His will. The kind of ad- 
ministration may differ and the con- 
tent of instruction may vary, but God 
has ordained law, “a system of rules 
or principles for conduct,” in every age. 

2.—God’s law is always a reflection 
of His holy and unchanging character. 
Therefore, within His varied admin- 
istrations, there will be that which is 
common to all. 

3.—God’s instructions are clear. They 
may vary in quantity, the addressee, 
or purpose, but they are always clear. 

4.—Therefore, man is completely re- 
sponsible before God’s law in every 
age. When he fails he is without ex- 
cuse, for God’s revelation has been 
clear. 

5.—Man does fail unless God comes 
to his aid. In this age, He has done 
this in grace through the work of His 
Son and the indwelling power of His 
Spirit.

Character Before Career 


Which should a Catholic presidential candidate put first? 


NE of the finest Christian prep 

schools in the nation is the Stony 
Brook School for boys. The motto of 
this school, “Character Before Career,” 
suggests a formula whereby an answer 
may be obtained to the question: Should 
a Roman Catholic be elected President 
of the United States? 

The United States tradition of the 
separation of church and state, as orig- 
inally conceived, provides a satisfactory 
basis for the sincere and conscientious 
Protestant faithfully to serve his coun- 
try and his God without compromise. 
He can render both to Caesar and to 
God his due. Here two realms of exist- 
ence and authority are recognized and 
delineated—the temporal and the eter- 
nal, the material and the spiritual. 
Christ Himself has said, “My kingdom 
is not of this world.” The Bible never 
suggests that the church on earth has 
either temporal power or authority. 
True it is that there is the obligation 
to apply God’s moral and ethical stand- 
ards to non-Christian society, insofar 
as is reasonable and possible. Merci- 
fully the Constitution of the United 
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States provides for this so that a con- 
scientious Protestant President in all 
good conscience is free to serve the 
Lord God with all his heart and at 
the same time loyally and consistently 
to lead the Government of the United 
States in accordance with its Consti- 
tution. There need be no divided 
loyalty. There is no church as a third- 
party mediator interposing its author- 
ity between God and man. 

However, in the case of a Roman 
Catholic the position is entirely differ- 
ent. The Roman Catholic Church and 
its pope—the self-styled vicar of Christ 
—claim absolute authority. This au- 
thority extends to the temporal as well 
as the spiritual sphere. The pope claims 
to be infallible when speaking ex 
cathedra. He claims to speak with the 
authority of God. 

This authority is not limited to the 
spiritual reaim. The pope claims tem- 
poral authority and is a temporal ruler. 
Thus, the Roman Catholic has two tem- 
poral loyalties: his own national gov- 
ernment and the temporal government 
of the Roman pontiff. More than this, 





the pope claims that his authority may 
supersede all other governmental au- 
thority. The declarations and preroga- 
tives claimed by the popes and the 
Roman Church have never been abro- 
gated. These include the right to de- 
pose and to remove rulers, to take 
away and to grant kingdoms and prin- 
cipalities, to wage war. This church 
denies freedom of religion as a right. 
It claims authority over society and its 
standards. It denies the separation of 
church and state. It denies the right 
of liberty of conscience, freedom of 
thought, freedom of speech and of press. 
Pope Pius IX, in 1864, even went so 
far as to deny the right of refusal of 
obedience to legitimate princes of which 
he is chief. He denied the right of re- 
bellion. Much more could be written 
regarding papal claims to temporal au- 
thority. Unquestionably, at least in 
theory, the Roman Catholic Church 
would assert temporal authority over 
the United States Government if it 
dared. If such a claim is not openly 
expressed or exercised, it is because of 
the present position of the pope in 
Rome and the policy of expediency. 
Any Roman Catholic, however, has a 
double temporal allegiance according to 
the claim of the church, and for a 
conscientious American Roman Catholic 
the claim of this allegiance and sub- 
mission to the pope and his church 
precedes the allegiance and submission 
to the United States Constitution and 
Government. This at least is the theo- 
retical position. 

The New York Times in its editorial 
columns of April 23, 1960, reported on 
a recent statement of Senator John 
Kennedy, who is a Roman Catholic and 
is a Democratic candidate for the office 
of President of the United States: 

The basic question of what “the re- 
ligious issue” is needs closer definition. 
Senator Kennedy put his finger on it 
describing the “one legitimate ques- 
tion underlying all the rest: Would 
you, as President of the United States, 
be responsive in any way to ecclesi- 
astical pressure or obligations of any 
kind that might in any fashion influ- 
ence or. interfere with your conduct 
of that office in the national interest?” 
This réally is the fundamental ques- 
tion as applicable to any presidential 
candidate, and Senator Kennedy, after 
raising it frankly, responds to it with 
an unequivocal and unhesitating, “No.” 
He underlines the point by reiterating 
that, “I do not speak for the Catholic 
Church on issues of public policy— 
and no one in that church speaks for 
me.” This is, as he himself states, the 
only “legitimate” question affecting a 
candidate’s religious affiliation and 
once that has been answered, there is 
no possible excuse for allowing re- 
ligion to have a place in a political 
campaign. Senator Kennedy has made 
his declaration: “Complete dedication 
to separation of church and state.” 
One cannot but admire this forth- 

right statement by the senator and be 
reassured by this position, although what 
is meant by “the national interest,” is 
open to private interpretation. However, 
this statement, which is in opposition 
and contradiction to the claim of his 
church, to which claim he must subscribe 
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if he is a loyal Roman Catholic, raises a 
deeper and more heart-searching prob- 
lem. It is this: Is a member of the 
Roman Catholic Church who makes 
such a statement playing politics? Is 
he playing fast and loose with his con- 
science and with his religion? Is he 
putting his career, his goal of obtaining 
to the White House, before what he as 
a Catholic should believe and submit 
to? If he is sincerely loyal and true 
to his church, what can be thought of 
the inner integrity, the sincerity, the 
essential character of such seeming op- 
portunism? Can a person, apparently 
for the sake of obtaining general sup- 
port for so high and responsible a pos- 
ition as that of President of the United 
States, really be trusted and relied on 
if he can thus shrug off his loyalty 
and obedience to his church, which has 
made and continues to make such tre- 
mendous claims of temporal authority? 

What is to be thought of the attitude 
of the Roman Catholic Church when 
one of her sons thus defies her author- 
ity? 

The question is: Can a good, true, 
and loyal Roman Catholic continue in 
submission to the pope and the Roman 
Church and, at the same time, be a 
good, true, and loyal- President of the 
United States faithfully upholding its 
Constitution and laws? The answer 
would appear to be, “No.” Loyalty to 
the United States’ Constitution and 
sovereignty as a nation appears to be 
incompatible with loyalty and obedi- 


yence to the Roman Catholic Church. It 
would of course be possible for a Ro- 
man Catholic candidate openly and 
publicly to repudiate the temporal au- 
thority of the pope and then leave 
himself in the hands of the church to 
be dealt with. Anything less than this 
would appear to be an attempt to trifle 
both with church and state, and to be 
a reflection on any person who takes 
such an attitude. 

When a person born in another coun- 
try applies for United States citizen- 
ship, he is required to forswear all 
allegiance and obedience to the coun- 
try of his birth, while swearing al- 
legiance to the flag and to the consti- 
tution of the United States. Should 
anything less be required of a person 
who aspires to the office of President 
of the United States, if his religion is 
such that it requires him to give al- 
legiance to another foreign government 
and ruler, the Roman Catholic Church 
and the pope of Rome? When one 
considers the condition of the world, 
the position and tradition of the United 
States, and the office of its President, 
it appears that, above all, what is 
needed today is not a politician, is not 
a person who will stop at nothing in 
order to become President, but, above 
all, a man of probity, integrity, and 
courage. For a person to place career 
before character is to raise the most 
serious question as to his suitability 
for any high and responsible office.

One Hundred Per Cent Every Sunday 


An evaluation of the Six-Point Record System 


HERE is a report card on which 

nearly every member of a Southern 
Baptist Sunday school is graded each 
week. I refer to the Six-Point Record 
System. Why use it? And why is it 
important? Let us examine it, step by 
step—your report card. 

Attendance receives 20 per cent which 
indicates its value. It is obvious you 
have to be at the Sunday school session 
to. participate fully. What is the most 
important thing in the world? Not 
money, not abstract objects, not even 
an organization like this Sunday school, 
but a human personality. This value 
of the individual is basic in our belief. 
It is emphasized throughout the Bible. 

Paul said of certain New Testament 
Christians that the notable thing was 
that they gave themselves first. “Who- 
soever will may come.” Christ Jesus 
came to save you. You are the im- 
portant element here this. morning. 
Without you the Sunday school could 
not be. 

Arrival on time receives 10 per cent. 
I think of two reasons why this is im- 
portant. The first is what it does to your 
own attitude. Suppose someone is re- 
peatedly late. He grows to feel it is not 
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important that he arrive on time, and 
his respect for the Sunday school is low- 
ered because it does not demand punc- 
tuality, or so he feels. To be on time; 
then, lends the proper value and dig- 
nity to the Sunday school in your own 
thinking. Second, there is so much 
that needs to be done here each Sunday 
morning, and precious little time to do 
it. You cannot afford to risk making 
the work harder, or even hindering it, 
by being late. 

Bible brought credits the pupil with 
10 per cent. I like to see anyone carry- 
ing a Bible. Surely we want to bring 
one to Sunday school, not merely for 
the carrying, but for use. This is the 
purpose of Sunday school, to search the 
Scriptures, like the “more - excellent” 
Bereans, so that we may learn God’s 
will for our lives. Authorities tell us 
that, by the age of four, a child begins 
to understand that the Bible is a book 
telling him how to please God. It -is 
your textbook. 

Offering is credited with ten per cent. 
There is a related space on your report 
card that has a dollar mark beside it. 
The figure you place there each Sunday 
is between you and God. The amount 


is not important except that it reflects 
a Scriptural proportion of how God 
has prospered you. It is important, 
however, that you give, because of what 
it does to you. Paul admonishes us to 
grow in the grace of giving. Christ 
Jesus spoke more often of a man’s at- 
titude toward his money than all other 
matters added together. He commands 
us. to lay up treasures in Heaven, 
because a man’s heart is where his 
treasure is. You must give, therefore, 
systematically, regularly, and propor- 
tionately, if you would develop in that 
area of your Christian personality. 

Judiciously, studied lesson receives 
the highest grade of all, 30. per cent. 
“Study to shew thyself approved unto 
God, a workman that needeth not to 
be ashamed, rightly dividing the word 
of truth” (2 Tim. 2:15). Why did you 
come this morning? Was it not to focus 
the spotlight of your attention on a 
portion of God’s Word while asking 
the Holy Spirit to reveal its truths to 
you? 

In the Old Testament, God’s people 
were enjoined to study and keep His 
Word constantly before them; to hide 
it in their hearts and teach and live it 
before their children. Can you do less? 
Come equipped each Sunday with some 
prior preparation of the lesson if you 
would help everyone have a more prof- 
itable learning period together in the 
class. And your teacher will rise up 
and call you blessed! 

Church attendance counts for 20 per 
cent. This point receives as much as 
Sunday school attendance, which makes 
them complementary and equally im- 
portant. Again I think of two reasons 
why you should stay for the preach- 
ing service each Sunday. 

First, you need the exhortation of 
God’s man. We all need to be 
“preached to.” In the Sunday school 
we are faced with sublime truths, but 
those truths rarely crystalize into heart 
decisions except in the preaching serv- 
ice. I believe this truly. To absent 
yourself consistently from the preach- 
ing service is to rob yourself of the 
climax of the story, the opportunity for 
deep self soul-searching and decision. 

The second reason deserves compa- 
rable emphasis. Nowhere else in the 
world is the atmosphere as conducive 
to the saving of the lost and the 
strengthening of Christians as in the 
preaching service of the church. You, 
by your presence, help make up this 
Spirit-empowered fellowship. Thereby 
you give others an opportunity to make 
decisions of eternal significance. 

Why do we use the Six-Point Record 
System? Certainly not as an end with- 
in itself, any more than the report card 
of secular education is the end sought. 
But it is a means to an end, that end 
being the total development of your 
Christian life. Why is it important? 
It is important because it aids you in 
attaining the Christian ideal; i.e. re- 
ceiving God’s blessings yourself, and 
trying to show your gratitude to Him, 
by doing everything possible to help 
others receive them, too. ;

The Lesson as a Whole 
By C. Ernest Tatham 
Approach to the Lesson 


E LEARNED last week that 
W ince though originally from 

the southern kingdom, was di- 
vinely directed to speak his prophecies 
to Israel in the north, and that his 
forthrightness had awakened the oppo- 
sition of the false religionists there. 

Today’s lesson brings us to the very 
core of the prophet’s “burden”—God’s 
demand for practical righteousness on 
the social level. This was not an un- 
reasonable demand, but was in perfect 
consistency with the grace and truth 
that He had communicated to them. 
They were the most privileged. of all 
of earth’s people, and consequently 
their morality and ethics should have 
been of the very highest order. “Unto 
whomsoever much is given, of him shall 
be much required” (Luke 12:48). Light 
and privilege always bring with them 
a corresponding amount of responsibil- 
ity. 

But the nation had turned this grace 
of God into license, and their conduct 
was shot through with covetousness, 
love of ease, and an abandon to selfish 
indulgence. And over all this, as snow 
would cover a garbage heap, was a 
thin veneer of external religion. We 
must always remember that God de- 
mands truth in the inward parts, and 
that He abhors hypocrisy. Furthermore, 
we must be in right relationship with 
Him before we can be in right relation- 
ship with our fellow men. True re- 
ligion and morality go hand in hand. 


Verse by Verse 

Amos 5:10.—“They hate him that re- 
buketh in the gate, and they abhor 
him that speaketh uprightly.” The one 
who -reproved in the gate was the city 
judge or magistrate. It was here that 
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all civic questions were settled and 
court was held (see Deut. 16:18; 17:8; 
Ruth 4:11). These self-sufficient, con- 
scienceless leaders of Israel disdained 
the Law, and haughtily went about 
their business scorning all authority. 

Verse 11—“Forasmuch ... as your 
treading is upon the poor, and ye take 
from him burdens of wheat: ye have 
built houses of hewn stone, but ye shall 
not dwell in them...” The prophet 
fearlessly pronounces judgment upon 
these avaricious and heartless rich men 
who were laying heavy tribute upon 
the lower classes of society. The beau- 
tiful homes that they had erected out 
of their ill-gotten gains would never 
be occupied or enjoyed. 


Verse 12.—“‘For I know your mani- 
fold transgressions and your mighty 
sins: they afflict the just, they take a 
bribe, and they turn aside the poor in 
the gate from their right.” The malig- 
nant cancer of their sin is laid bare by 
the fearless scalpel of this surgeon- 
prophet, and its awful malignancy is 
exposed. This was no mere vitupera- 
tion on the part of the messenger, but 
rather the burning indignation of God 
Himself. 


Verse 13.—“Therefore the prudent 
shall keep silence in that time; for it 
is an evil time.” The contemporary meek 
observer of these wickednesses could 
only keep silent under the circum- 
stances and await the striking of that 
hour when God would rise up and 
punish the transgressors. 


Verse 14—“Seek good, and not evil, 
that ye may live: and so the Lord, the 
God of hosts, shall be with you, as ye 
have spoken.” Evidently they were 
advertising that the God of Israel was 
with them, and that in spite of all 
their foul practices! But Amos asserts 
that the only ground upon which Je- 
hovah could really be with His people 


was on the ground of their practical 
obedience. If they turned from their 
evil and sought true goodness, then 
they would really live and Jehovah 
would establish His presence as their 
defender. 


Verse 15.—“Hate the evil, and love 
the good, and establish judgment in the 
gate: it may be that the Lord God of 
hosts will be gracious unto the remnant 
of Joseph.” Here is a ringing call to 
repentance. Such repentance would be 
the only possible way of averting the 
national catastrophe that lay just 
ahead. The remnant of Joseph would 
be otherwise swept away. We might 
add, however, that before men and 
women can hate evil and love good, 
they must be born again. 

Verse 21—“I hate, I despise your 
feast days, and I will not smell in your 
solemn assemblies.” In their original 
appointment these were not their feasts, 
but God’s feasts. But it was never His 
intention to divorce these from inward 
spiritual reality. They were designed 
to be expressive of true spiritual de- 
votion. 


Verse 22.—“Though ye offer me burnt- 
offerings and your meat-offerings, I will 
not accept them: neither will I regard 
the peace-offerings of your fat beasts.” 
It is obvious that Israel was using re- 
ligion as a mere opiate for their con- 
sciences. Their religion was completely 
divorced from their practical everyday 
living, and thus it became a mere hypo- 
critical parade. 


Verse 23—“‘Take thou away from me 
the noise of thy songs; for I will not 
hear the melody of thy viols.” Re- 
ligious music was part of their ritual. 
Now, God delights in the music of the 
heart, and we Christians are urged to 
“make melody in our heart unto the 
Lord,” but mere religious songs are 
worse than useless if they are not true 
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expressions of the worship of the soul. 

Verse 24—“But let judgment run 
down as waters, and righteousness as 
a mighty stream.” Ah, this is what 
counts—justice and righteousness. Here 
is reality that is profitable to both 
God and man. The other is like mere 
veneer that covers rotten wood, and is 
the very essence of Pharisaism, which 
our Lord Jesus Christ so scathingly 
denounced at a later day. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

This salty ministry from Amos makes 
it abundantly clear that we all, as 
Israel of old, stand in deadly danger 
of substituting ceremonialism for holi- 
ness; external conformity for inward 
reality. There was an impressive pa- 
rade of religion in the nation in the 
prophet’s day, but this seemed to have 
almost no bearing whatever upon their 
ethics. Their sins are seen as covet- 
ousness, cruel oppression, bribery, and 
a scorning of law and moral rectitude. 
But they sought to screen this behind 
a religious facade. They offered sac- 
rifices, kept feasts, and sang religious 
songs on the Sabbath, and then went 
forth the next day to victimize and 
oppress the poor at every opportunity. 
This called forth the vehement protest 
of God. 

It is possible for us to become too 
doctrinaire, too concerned with the 
academic side of truth, and not enough 
concerned about its practical implica- 
tions. We need not only to understand 
but to obey! “If ye know these things,” 
said our Lord, “happy are ye if ye do 
them” (John 13:17). 

When we learn of the self-deception 
of God’s people in Amos’s day, perhaps 
we should ask: Is it possible that I 
have been guilty of adopting the same 
attitude? Do I use my religious con- 
formity to cover a dark and hollow 
interior? Have I been truly born 
again? And do I have the Spirit of 
Truth actuating me from day to day? 

How we need to beware of paying 
more attention to the externals of the 
Christian ordinances, for example, than 
to realities that lie behind these or- 
dinances! Forms and frames are im- 
portant enough, providing they are 
expressive of spiritual truths. Otherwise, 
we are guilty of Pharisaism. Let us 
ever remember that “the kingdom of 
God is not meat and drink; but right- 
eousness, and peace, and joy in the 
Holy Ghost” (Rom. 14:17).

toward wickedness under the assumption 
that this is “not Christ-like.” Our Lord 
spoke very sternly at times. Read 
again His burning words as recorded 
in Matthew 23. And let us remember 
last week’s Golden Text, “Preach the 
word . . . reprove, rebuke .. .” The 
careful and conscientious surgeon has 
to often use the scalpel in order to save 
his patient’s life. 

Practical Applications 

This lesson bristles with practical 
warnings for each one of us. The root- 
cause of the defection of these profess- 
ing people of God lay in the fact that 
they had lost all sense of His presence, 
and were operating as though He were 
indifferent. But God was not asleep; 
on the contrary, He was intensely con- 
cerned over their welfare, just as He 
is over ours. We need constantly to 
remind ourselves that all things are 
naked and open unto the eyes of Him 
with whom we have to do (Heb. 4:13). 

Let us beware of covetousness, or the 
love of money. This is a particular 
danger in these days of unparalleled 
prosperity, when it is so easy to sub- 
stitute gold for God. “They that will 
be rich fall into temptation and a snare 
and into many foolish and hurtful lusts, 
which drown men in destruction and 
perdition” (1 Tim. 6:9). Money, like 
many other commodities, is a good serv- 
ant, but a very bad master. 

We must also beware of uncon- 
sciously despising spiritual authority. 
Israel had adopted an attitude of dis- 
dain toward him that reproved in the 
gate. God has set up within His church 
mature leaders who are vested with 
spiritual authority, and Hebrews 13:17

Golden Text 

Amos 5:15.—Hate the evil, and love 
the good, and establish judgment in 
the gate.” 
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The Busy Men’s Corner 
By Tom M. Olson 


“They hate him that rebuketh in the 
gate .. .” (Amos 5:10).—The gate of an 
Oriental city was the place where the 
elders, or city fathers, as we call them, 
held forth (Prov. 31:23). It was the 
place where important transactions 
were enacted and witnessed (Ruth 4: 
1, 2). It was the place where special 
messages were delivered (Jer 17:19), 
and “the chief place of concourse” 
(Prov. 1:21). 

It stands to reason that people would 
rather be reproved in private than in 
such a public place as the gate of a city. 

When a person sins against one per- 
son, that person is to be rebuked pri- 
vately (Matt. 18:15). “Reprove thy 
friend privately; commend him pub- 
licly” (Solon). 

Glaring sins against God and man 
committed publicly should be rebuked 
publicly. Had the Prophet Amos re- 
frained from publicly rebuking the 
“mighty sins” of the prominent citizens 
of the land, the poor and oppressed 
persons would have labored under the 
impression that he was afraid to re- 
proach them. 

Some judges in this country are ac- 
cused by the public of being severe 
with poor persons who transgress the 
laws; while, at the same time, giving 
gentle slaps on the wrists of wealthy 
and influential transgressors. 

“.. and ye take from him burdens 
of wheat -’” (Amos 5:11).—It has 
been said that the expression, “your 
treading is upon the poor,” expresses 
more habitual trampling on the poor, 
than if he had said, “Ye tread upon 
the poor.” They were ever trampling 
on those who were already of low and 
depressed condition. 

“The judges aimed at nothing but 
to enrich themselves; and _ therefore 
they took from the poor burdens of 
wheat, took it by extortion, either by 
way of bribe or by usury. The poor 
had no other way to save themselves 
from being trodden upon, and trodden 
to dirt, by them, than by presenting 
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to them horse-loads of that corn which 
they and their families should have 
had to subsist upon, and they forced 
them to do it. They took from the poor 
debts of wheat, so some read it. It 
was legally due either for rent or for 
corn lent, but they extracted it with 
rigor...” (Matthew Henry). 

Byron may have had men like these 
judges in mind, when he penned the 
following lines: ‘ 


Think’st thou there is no tyranny but that 
Of blood and chains? The despotism of vice, 
The weakness and the wickedness of luxury, 
The negligence, the apathy, the evils 

Of sensual sloth, produce ten thousand tyrants, 
Whose delegated cruelty surpasses 

The worst acts of one energetic master, 
However harsh and hard in his own bearing. 


“Therefore the prudent shall keep 
silence in that time” (Amos 5:13).— 
Conditions were so wretched that peo- 
ple who knew the details of the foul 
deeds of the oppressors deemed it wise 
to remain silent about them. 

Think of the number of crimes that 
have been committed in this country 
that could be solved, and the criminals 
brought to justice if only those who 
witnessed the crimes and recognized 
the culprits would testify against them. 
But they fear for their lives, or the 
lives of their loved ones; so they re- 
main hidden and silent! 

“Seek good, and not evil, that ye 
may live .’ (Amos_ 5:14).—They 
knew what it was to seek Bethel, for 
that was where their false god was, 
and the false priests. They knew what 
it was to seek evil; but now they are 
commanded to seek good, and not evil! 

How superior good is over evil! And 
how satisfying it is to spend and be 
spent seeking and doing good! To wor- 
ship and serve the true and living God, 
to cease from taking bribes, to relieve 
instead of oppressing the poor—these 
are truly good things. 

“Hate the evil, and love the good, 
and establish judgment in the gate...” 
(Amos 5:15).—Hatred can be a terrible 
thing; but not when it is exercised 
toward evil. One cannot truly love the 
good without hating the evil. On the 
New York Public Library building these 
words can be seen: “Greater is he that 
loves the truth, than he that merely 
knows it.” 

“It may be that the Lord God of hosts 
will be gracious .. .” (Amos 5:15).— 
“These words do not declare uncer- 
tainty respecting God’s readiness to 
pardon, but relate to man’s unwilling- 
ness to repent and be pardoned. This lat- 
ter is proved by the prediction of verses 
16 and 17. For they refused to seek 
Him; and, as a consequence, suffered 
the horrors of the Assyrian invasion” 
(George Williams). 

“I hate, I despise your feast days... 
(Amos 5:21).—When the stress is laid 
upon the performance of ceremonials, 
the Lord uses such strong language, as 
“TIT hate,” “I despise,” “I will take no 
delight,” “I will not accept them, 
neither will I regard,” “I will not hear!” 
What He wants to see is justice running 
“down as waters, and righteousness as 
a mighty stream.”

After the Lesson—God knew the 
manifold transgressions and the mighty 
sins prevailing in Israel in the days of 
Amos. Bribes, injustice, and other 
wickedness abounded alongside of much 
religious activity. People gathered in 
religious assemblies, made their offer- 
ings to God, and sang His praise, but 
all this God said He hated and despised. 
The worship of people doing wicked- 
ness was an offensive thing to Him. 

In North America today the churches 
never had it so good. More churches 
are being built, more money is coming 
in, and more people are church mem- 
bers today than ever before on our 
continent. Along with this ought to go 
higher standards of conduct and char- 
acter, but do they? The sad truth is 
that with church support at an all-time 
high; honesty, truth, and right are at a 
low ebb among us today as it was in 
Israel when Amos _ preached. The 
shocking dishonesty connected with 
quiz shows is just a sample of a de- 
parture from honesty, truth, and right 
that is spreading among people high 
and low. We used to speak of com- 
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mon, everyday honesty, but now hon- 
esty is neither common nor everyday. 

Let us check our own lives. Here we 
are in Sunday school and church. Do 
we live by the teachings of God’s Word 
given us here? Are we doers of the 
Word or just hearers only? Do we 
worship on Sunday yet live in wicked- 
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ness? As much now as when Amos 
wrote it, God hates and despises the 
worship of the wicked. Until we hate 
the evil enough to depart from it, and 
love the good enough to do it, all our 
religious activities only offend and in- 
sult our holy God.

ET me tell you a true story that 

can well serve as a parallel to our 
lesson today, where God deals with Is- 
rael, a nation, on the same principle as 
He does with individuals. Israel had 
every right and hope in God’s gracious 
promises and God’s infinite goodness, 
but Israel forfeited that right and hope 
by deserting the Lord and going over, 
body and soul, to worldliness and idol- 
atry. This was the occasion for the 
Prophet Amos’s rebuke and forecast of 
the catastrophe that later came upon 
them in tragic and crushing force. A 
part of that forecast was: “Ye have 
built houses of hewn stone, but ye shall 
not dwell in them; ye have planted 
pleasant vineyards, but ye shall not 
drink wine of them” (Amos 5:11). 

I knew a lovely young married cou- 
ple. They were my personal friends. 
They were Christians and_ active 
workers in the church. He was a leader 
in the men’s club and she was superin- 
tendent in the Primary Department of 
the Sunday school. Let me call them 
John and Mary—not their real names. 
John was one of the most attractive 
fellows I ever knew: fine personality, 
good-looking, a favorite with young and 
old. He had a good job with a large 
corporation and fair possibilities of pro- 
motion. Mary was a very beautiful 
and attractive young woman and the 
children in her department were de- 
voted to her; she was particularly gifted 
in working with children. 

One day I persuaded them to begin 
tithing their income. It was a stiff chal- 
lenge, because they were living right up 
to their means. They owned their 
modest little home and had two dear 
little daughters. John’s salary was $250 
per month. He was giving two dollars 
a week to the Lord, but tithing meant 
more than doubling that. It would be 
a 140 per cent advance in his giving. 
But they prayed about it and made 
their pledge, planning some sharp cuts 
in their expenses. 

Two days after they had met the chal- 
lenge, John telephoned me in great joy 
that he had just received a “windfall.” 
Some years before, he had purchased 
a small lot jointly with a friend, in a 
new development. But the project had 
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not worked out, and it appeared that 
the investment would prove a clear loss. 
The 1932 bank suspension had occurred 
all over the nation, and real estate had 
tragically slumped in value. But just 
this morning his friend had informed 
him he had been able to sell the lot for 
cash, at a price which netted him a 
profit of $150. It was a big surprise; he 
said he believed the Lord was blessing 
him for tithing, and he was enthusiastic 
about it. They were careful to put in 
their $5 every Sunday for thirty Sun- 
days; then the $150 was exhausted and 
they were back on their original prob- 
lem. But they, by skimping, managed 
to keep their pledge for several months, 
when along came a real explosion. John 
telephoned me one morning that his 
salary had been increased from $3,000 
to $5,000 a year. One of the higher offi- 
cers in the company had died suddenly 
and John was promoted to his position, 
with the increase in salary. John ex- 
claimed, “Tithing is wonderful!” The 
windows of Heaven had opened (Mal. 
3:10). 


But now the sad part. The sudden 
advance in fortune went to their heads. 
The little cottage could no longer hold 
them. They bought a lot on the Avenue 
and proceeded to build an expensive 
home. Mary began attending tea 
parties with the wealthy set. Their ex- 
penses leaped into the higher brackets 
when they moved into their new home 
on the Avenue. They did not tithe 
their increase and even neglected the 
former pledge. In a few months John 
was missing several Sundays in succes- 
sion with his contributions, then would 
put a check in the plate dated thirty 
or sixty days ahead. Even this “kiting” 
method to “pay up” was discontinued 
finally, because business and social life 
absorbed all time formerly given to 
church work. Saturday night parties 
made Sunday morning as a rest period 
necessary, and Sunday night there was 
another party. Besides, the Christian 
life had somehow lost its taste. 


Then calamities began to fall. A lit- 
tle boy born in the new home contracted 
a fatal disease and died. Christian 
friends hoped this sorrow would bring 
them back to God, but it only seemed 
to harden them. Soon afterward the 
community was shocked when John, 
after a short illness, was taken away 
by pneumonia. The new home, heavily 
mortgaged, had to be given up. Mary 
and her two daughters moved into a 
smaller house than they had occupied 
before going to the Avenue. Mary had 
begun to grow deaf. This rapidly de- 
veloped, and she was soon as deaf as a 
post; her beauty faded. The girls had 
to leave school and go to work. One 
found a job in a dime store; the other 
left for some distant city. What a break- 
ing up! What a tragic ending to a fam- 
ily life that had been so promising!

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My Class of Girls

IRST thing this morning we will 


finish learning Hebrews 1:1 and 2. 


AS we study about the prophets, we 
must always remember that God’s last 
and greatest message to this earth came 
through His Son. 


Last week we learned a little about 
the Prophet Amos. What do you re- 
member about him? (He was a farmer. 
God sent him to Bethel to preach. The 
idolatrous priest there told him to go 
back to Judah to preach.) Good! You 
remember that the Lord sent Amos to 
the northern kingdom with a message 
of coming judgment. He was to warn 
the people of Israel that, unless they 
repented of their sins, the Lord would 
send them away. into captivity. 


Today we will read from one of the 
messages of Amos. It will show what 
sins were being committed in Israel 
and what the Lord said about them. 
Read Amos 5:10. Here Amos says that 
the people hated the person who re- 
buked them. Who was that? (Amos 
himself.) Right. Instead of repenting 
at his preaching, the ungodly people 
hated him. So although at the time 
Amos prophesied Israel was rich and 
prosperous and seemed secure, that 
kingdom was completely destroyed in 
less than fifty years! 

Read Amos 5:11-13 to find some of 
the sins of which Israel was guilty. 
(Oppressing the poor, afflicting the just, 
taking bribes.) The great God who 
lives in Heaven notices how people 
treat one another, and Psalm 7:11 tells 
us that God is angry with the wicked 
every day. What punishment for Israel 
did Amos foretell? (They would not 
live long in: the nice homes they were 
building. They would not enjoy the 
fruit of the vines they had planted.) 
These things Amos prophesied because 
of their coming captivity. Read verses 
14, 15 to see what he told the people to 
do. (Seek good, not evil. Hate the 
evil and love the good. Establish jus- 
tice.) What did Amos say would be 
the result of loving goodness and es- 
tablishing justice? (They would live 
and the Lord would be with them.) 
Yes. And the end of verse 15 means 
that God might even save them from 
going into captivity, if they did this. 

Next read verses 21-24. Here we see 
that the Lord hates religious observ- 
ances of people whose lives are dis- 
pleasing to Him. I once worked with 
a girl who constantly lied to our em- 
ployer, till she was finally fired. But 
she was always very faithful in her 
religious observances. Do you think 
they were acceptable to God? 

Verse 24 tells what God wanted to 
see in the nation of Israel: He wanted 


the land filled with justice and right- 
eousness. 

Today’s lesson is important for us. 
Some people think that the Lord is 
only interested in our church attend- 
ance, giving to missions, and so on. 
But the verses we have just read show 
that God is interested in our everyday 
life. He hates injustice, unrighteous- 
ness, and unkindness. He commanded, 
“Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thy- 
self.” Obeying that commandment 
would make a person, not only just to 
his neighbor, but kind as well. The 
early Christians were full of good 
works. From Acts 6 we learn that 
they supported widows and chose hon- 
est, godly men to see that it was done 
fairly. Julian, a heathen Roman em- 
peror, who hated Christians, could not 
help seeing that they were constantly 
doing good. He once said, “These Chris- 
tians feed, not only their own poor, but 
ours also!” 

Did you know that all the great social 
welfare institutions were started by 
Christians: schools, orphanages, hospi- 
tals, and so on? In ancient Rome, as 
in heathen countries in our own time, 
orphans and poor people with diseases 
such as leprosy, were allowed to starve 
to death. 

God has left us on earth to witness 
for Him with our lives and with our 
lips. Our lives must be upright or 
anything we say for the Lord will.do 
more harm than good. We must treat 
others justly and kindly, and our in- 
fluence should always be for the right. 
We know that Christians cannot make 
this world ideal. It will never be ideal 
till Christ reigns. But the corner in 
which we live should be better because 
we are in it. We should watch for op- 
portunities to do good to all (Gal. 6:10). 

Some years ago a cheap apartment 
house was built close to the home of 
some Christians. It spoiled their view 
and they were unhappy about it. Then 
some foreigners moved in, and they 
were still more unhappy. But when 
they remembered God’s command 
“Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thy- 
self,” they called on their new neigh- 
bors, made friends with them, and fin- 
ally won them to Christ! How this 
must have pleased the Lord, when so 
many people, even professing Christians, 
think more of their own comfort and 
pleasure, than of doing good to others!

Yet he was engaged 
in operations of which the great anti- 
slavery leader Garrit Smith once said, 
“No business is more strongly marked 
with cruelty to the poor and with in- 
sult to God.”—From Ernest Gordon.

Justice for Everyone 
(Amos 8:4-6; 5:21-24) 

F THE pupils have prepared some- 

thing to illustrate Amos’s occupa- 
tion and his prophecy at Bethel, use 
this to provide review of the past les- 
son. Can the best of these, or all, be 
exhibited where they may be appreci- 
ated by the entire Sunday school? 
Prepare a flannelgraph scene of activ- 
ities at the city gate: a broad strip of 
gray cloth, with opening cut for the 
gates; on one side seated figures for 
judges, with those engaged in lawsuits 
standing near; on the other side figures 
appropriate to an outdoor market with 
wares displayed in baskets or on the 
ground, salesmen sitting by their pro- 
duce, prospective buyers, people or 
donkeys carrying bags or articles. 

What a roar of voices! Arguing, talk- 
ing, buying, selling in the city square 
by the great gate of the city wall! 
Among the noisy crowds wanders Amos. 
Perhaps he has often come to this very 
market with his own wool and figs to 
sell. But today he is not selling; he is 
looking and listening to the market 
scenes on the outside and to God’s 
voice on the inside. Now he stands 
by the judges who hear the people’s 
complaints and settle quarrels. Judge 
Bani hears Reuben accuse Nathaniel 
(flannelgraph figures) something like 
this: “I have ten children. Nathaniel

Make 
him be fair!” “Judge,” Nathaniel may 
reply, “you decide this right, and I'll 
slip you some extra cash!” “My ver- 
dict,” replies the judge after appearing 
to think the case over, “is that Reuben 
continue to pay three bushels of wheat 
for every one he borrowed.—Next case!” 

“Bani, hear me, give me _ justice!” 
Hanan pleads. “I have been sick. I 
had to sell my land to buy food for 
my family. Pelatiah, who owns it now, 
makes me pay so great a tax in grain 
for the use of it that I don’t have 
enough grain for my own family.” 
“Hard luck!” replies Pelatiah. “A good- 
for-nothing wretch! Judge, a new pair 
of shoes for you from my workshop!” 
And what does the judge decide? 
“Hanan is to pay what Pelatiah asks. 
If payment is not made, Hanan is to 
become Pelatiah’s slave.” 

Amos picks up a basket measure, 
looks carefully inside and out. There 
is a false bottom so it holds less grain 
than it should! He sifts wheat through 
his fingers. How much chaff—and yet 
such a price! The scales are rigged 
not to give true weight! Now a loud, 
stern voice rises above the noise of 
the market place. Amos speaks (read 
Amos 5:4, 7, 11, 12, 14, 15). 

Amos is not through. Listen on the 
feast day as people gather for the sac- 
rifices, the music, the feasting—in the 
Lord’s name! (For a second flannel- 
board scene, repeat the one of the 
golden calf used last Sunday, using the 
altar, and any trumpets or other mu- 
sicians.) Some are grumbling: “Oh, 
when will this day be over and the sun 
set, so we can begin selling grain again? 
All this time wasted, money lost—for 
worship!” Again Amos’s voice breaks 
in, even above the music (read 8:4-6; 
5: 16a, 21-24). 

Help the children prepare a booklet 
in which to put clippings of dishonesty, 
cruelty, disregard for the Lord’s Day— 
things God would denounce in our 
country. Entitle it: “If Amos Came to 
America.” Also consider practices of 
dishonesty and cruelty among children.

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punishment comes. It is so today. It 
was so in the long ago. 

God’s people in the long, long ago 
were disobedient. Disobedience is sin. 
And God hates sin. God’s people had 
become rich. But being rich did not 
mean that God was pleased with their 
disobedience. No, indeed! God wanted 
His people to worship Him. He wanted 
His people to live holy lives. He 
wanted His people to serve Him. God 
wanted His people to be good and kind 
to others. All of these things they 
should have been to prove their love 
for God for all that He had done for 
them. Instead they were greedy, they 
were not honest with others, they did 
not live lives that pleased God, they 
tried to act as if they were God’s peo- 
ple—but their hearts were far from 
Him. 

There were some who truly loved 
God and tried earnestly to serve Him. 
There were not many, but there were 
some. But others who should have 
been following their example were 
mean and hateful to the few. These 
very same men who tried to make 
others think that they were religious, 
even hated the Sabbath Day. They 
were not permitted by the Law of 
God to do business on the Sabbath 
Day (Exod. 20:9, 10). So they hated the 
Sabbath Day. They did not like to 
miss one day of getting more and more 
money, so greedy they were! On the 
first day of the month (the new moon), 
God’s people were to worship Him 
(Num. 28:11; 2 Kings 4:23; Isa. 1:13). 
This they should have done gladly. 
Instead they groaned and hated the 
day. They wanted only to make more 
money. 

God’s people should have shown that 
they belonged to God by being honest 
in their dealings with others. Instead, 
they used false scales so that their cus- 
tomers did not get all that they paid 
for. Instead of being kind to those who 
owed them money, God’s people sold 
the debtors to others as slaves. Im- 
agine that! Do you think they sold 
them for a lot of money? They did 
not! They sold them for the price of 
a pair of shoes. Oh, they were greedy. 
God wanted His people to be loving 
and kind and generous to others. These 
things they were not. They were dis- 
obedient. And God hates disobedience. 

Although God hates sin, He loves the 
sinner. He does all that He possibly 
can to cause the sinner to return to 
Himself. He warns the sinner that he 
will be punished if he continues in his 
sin. So, in the long ago He sent Amos 
the prophet to warn His people that 
unless they began to obey God gladly, 
they would be punished. We do not 
know how God spoke to Amos. But 
Amos the shepherd warned the people 
of God that instead of loving money, 
instead of being content to live dis- 
obediently, they should ask God’s for- 
giveness and seek to love and serve 
Him with their whole hearts. This, I 
am sorry to say, they did not do. And, 
as a result, God punished His people 
severely. 

Just as God hated sin in the long 
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ago, He hates it today. Worse than 
anything else is the sin of refusing to 
receive the Lord Jesus Christ as Sav- 
iour. If you are one who does not be- 
lieve that the Lord Jesus is the Son of 
God; if you have not asked the Lord 
Jesus to forgive your sin; if you have 
not invited Him to come into your 
heart-home, then God is warning you 
today that He will punish you. But 
He does not want to punish you. He 
loves you. He sent His own dear Son 
into the world. And when the Lord 
Jesus died on the cross, He took your 
punishment. Today He will gladly re- 
ceive you as His child if you will ask 
Him to be your Saviour. Will you do 
that right now? I hope you will.

This does not mean, however, free- 
dom from preparation on the part of 
the leader. Meetings such as these are 
often more difficult to lead successfully 
than formal meetings, for they must 
not be allowed to degenerate into dis- 
order or to wander far afield from the 
topic. In discussion groups among 
young Christians, care must be exer- 
cised to avoid closing the discussion 
with only a variety of opinions ex- 
pressed. Someone in the group, either 
the leader, the counsellor, or the pastor, 
must be prepared to sum up the various 
thoughts expressed and to give clearly 
and briefly what God’s Word has to 
say on the topic. It is interesting to 
get other folk’s opinions, but the thing 
that will help growing, young Chris- 
tians most is to know “what saith the 
Lord.”

The Scripture verses chosen for this 
week’s topic point out that no matter 
how great may be our lack of knowl- 
edge of God’s will, or how unskilled 
we may be in knowing how to pray 
correctly, the Holy Spirit prays with 
us and for us. And, since God takes 
into account not only our prayers but 
the prayers of the Spirit, we may be 
confident that our prayers will be 
heard and that God will act in accord- 
ance with His best for us. Even some- 
times when God must answer our 
prayers with a “no!” we may be sure 
that His will is the very best possible 
thing that could be done for us.

You may find it effective in consider- 
ing this topic to have read several 
Bible prayers. God has recorded them 
for the very purpose of instructing us 
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in our praying and you will find excel- 
lent examples of prayer brevity and def- 
initeness and trust. Consider using 
David’s prayer (2 Sam. 7:18-29); or Sol- 
omon’s prayer (1 Kings 8:12-61); or 
Daniel’s prayer (Dan. 9:3-19); or Ezra’s 
prayer (Ezra 9:5-15); or Hezekiah’s 
prayer (2 Kings 19:14-19); or some of 
Paul’s prayers such as Ephesians 1:15- 
23; Colossians 1:9-12. It may be 
pointed out that most Bible prayers 
begin with worship and adoration, then 
clearly state the need, then call upon 
God’s vindication of His own honor 
and His love for the petitioner rather 
than any merit that the pray-er may 
have. Finally, they express trust and 
confidence that God will act in accord 
with His superior judgment and pur- 
poses.

Attention may also be called to the 
New Testament pattern for effective

The scribes and Pharisees, you will 
recall, said of the Lord Jesus, “Master, 
we know that thou sayest and teachest 
rightly, neither acceptest thou the per- 
son of any, but teachest the way of 
God truly” (Luke 20:21). In other 
words, He made no distinction between 
one man and another because of worldly 
position, or possessions, or name. Acts 
10:34; Romans 2:11; Ephesians 6:9; Co- 
lossians 3:25; 1 Peter 1:17; 2 Chronicles 
19:7 all show that neither does God 
have any respect for persons in the 
sense of wealth or position. It is, there- 
fore, inconsistent for the follower of 
the Lord Jesus Christ _to make any 
such distinctions.

Preaching Through the Bible. Vol. 
18—Matt. 1 to 7; Vol. 19—Matt. 8 to 16. 
By Joseph Parker. (Baker Book House, 
Grand Rapids 6, Mich., $3.50 per vol- 
ume.) These are the first of a series of 
reprints of “The People’s Bible,” is- 
sued monthly. The new title seems 
more apt since the volumes are steno- 
graphic accounts of sermons preached 
in the City Temple, London. Each 
chapter opens with the prayer offered 
by the minister at the beginning of his 
sermon; then the text to be expounded, 
read from the King James Version 
with many side comments by the 
preacher; and then the message itself. 
The reader should not expect a com- 
mentary, and yet the text is adequately 
explained in each sermon. Parker ex- 
celled in application, and even the 
printed page reflects the warmth and 
vitality of his preaching. Parker be- 
lieved that the leaven of Matthew 13 
is righteousness, and he cautions against 
vigorous church discipline in his ex- 
position of the Parable of the Net. On 
the whole, the section on the parables 
was not Parker’s best.
